One of the gravest errors some pacifists make, says Toronto Satur¬ 
day Night, is to suppose that all soldiers, of military ability favor war. This 
Is far from being true and the fact is illustrated by the great .British 
general, Field Marshal Sir William Robertson, who has on many occasions 
raised his voice against war as an institution for the settlement of . 
International disputes. i 

Quite recently he has spoken again, pointing out that the desire to , 
avoid another war is common to most countries. It would be strange if It. 
were not so, he says, inasmuch as the last war cost the world ten million 
lives or double the number lost in all wars of the preceding 120 years put 
together. It also cost not less than $350,000,000,000, a sum that the 
human mind is hardly competent to conceive, to say nothing of an 
incalculable total of distress, sorrow and injury. Its failure as a solution 
of international dispute is demonstrable from the fact that it left behind 
grievances and resentments that can not be eradicated within the lifetime 
of most adults now living. 

Yet though war Is condemned by the intelligent men of all the nations 
who twenty years ago thought of it lightly as an inevitable future develop¬ 
ment, not devoid of possible advantages, preparations go on much as they 
did prior to 1914. Sir William Robertson is genuinely alarmed over the 
tendency to increasing competition In armaments. All the- great powers, 
with (we are glad to note), the exception of Great Britain, are today 
spending more money on armed forces than they spent five years ago. Even 
with a reduced scale of expenditure Great Britain is practically compelled 
to spend $1,275,000,000, irrespective of the contributions of India and other 
parts of the Empire, from the sheer necessity of fulfilling her military 
responsibilities in various parts of the world and protecting sea com¬ 
munications. France and Italy today have approximately as many men 
under arms as in 1914. Germany is complaining of her defenceless 
position, and If armaments are piled up by her neighbors, must some day 
be given permission to arm also. Many smaller nations of Europe are on 
a military footing and maintaining a threatening attitude toward each 
other. The United States feels that future security demands a vast addi¬ 
tional naval expenditure. 

What does all this madness portend ? Peace is a game which all must 
play If it Is to be maintained. Let us hope that the craze for armament 
falls of Its own weight before the nations get at each other’s throats again. 
The only vestige of a silver lining lies in the fact that machinery for the 
isolation and prevention of wars now exists, a factor never previously 
known in the world’s history; but it is plain that the miracle which wiU 


Weed Is Being Tested For Value As 
Cattle Fodder 

Seaweed Is now believed to be an 
extremely valuable food for cattle 
and other live stock, and now a Los 
Angeles Inventor comes forward 
with a machine for gathering it from 
the bottom of the sea. His machine, 
which was recently demonstrated in 
California, is mounted on a scow. 
An endless belt of spiked crosspieces 
runs from the surface of the scow 
to the harbor bottom, where blades 
tear off the kelp. The weeds catch 
upon the moving crosspieces and are 
raised to the scow, where they are 
piled up like hay to dry. 

The kelp is then ground and fed 
to farm animals with their hay and 
grain. It may also be used as a fer¬ 
tilizer, and from it can be extracted 
large quantities of iodine and pot¬ 
ash. Tests are now being made to 
determine its relative value as cattle 
fodder.

We 
attach no blame to anybody—S 
Moores, foreman; W L. Rippon, 
H T. Halliwell, James Ford, W. 
Heibein, W Dibble. 

The Evidence of A Hallek, Steve 
Penny and Pete Barachuk, all work¬ 
ing in the same pillar, shoaed that 
not the slightest warning was given, 
and Hallek escaped the same fate 
by a very narrow margin, by jump 
ing out of the path of the falling 
rock No sountj was heard from 
Wilson, not even a warning shout, 
and the position of his body when 
extricated, denoted that the rork 
had pinned him right on the she*t 
iron which he and Hallek were lay 
ing. R. M. Greenhalgh and D l\ 
Roberts, fire bosses, gave evidence 
of their inspection visits, and of 
finding everything in good shape. 
The body was first partially un¬ 


covered at about 9pm hy the fire j 
bosses, but it whs not till after 10 j 
p.m that it was extricated and' 
brought to the surface. 

Medical testimony by Dr. Por 
den indicated that death must have 
been instantaneous, tlie body hav¬ 
ing been severely crushed, though 
no hones were broken, with the 
exception of a fractured collflr hone. 

D. Gillespie, representing the 
miners union, urged that the tele 
phone he extended further into this 
district of the mine. Though in 
this case it would not have helped 
to saye life, yet there might lie oc¬ 
casions wh<*n closer telephone com 
inunication would he occasions 
when closer telephone communica¬ 
tion would be of vital importance 
to notify officials at the mine head 
promptly of accidents 
Supt McLeod, representing the 
company, stated that since Novem¬ 
ber the telephone had been extend¬ 
ed a mile and an emergency station 
for first aid fitted up at Yo-*k Creek 
M Johnson, district inspector of 
mines, examined the witnesses on 
behalf of the department of miqes 
F. J. Turner of Bellevue was the 
coroner.

Mr. w. II. Askew, Of Scotland, 

Donates Large Sum To Aid Bri- j 
tlsh Colonization In Canada 

The Department of Colonization! 
and Development of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway announces a muni¬ 
ficent gift on the part of Mr. W. H. 
Askew, of Ladykirk, Scotland, to 
the cause of British colonization in 
Canada. Mr. Askew who is a gen¬ 
tleman of means and well known in 
Scotland for his broad public spirit, 
has provided ten thousand dollars to 
enable suitable families from the bor¬ 
der regions of England and Scotland 
to emigrate to Canada and engage 
In agricultural york. 

Forty of these families are now on 
their way from Great Britain, and 
their departure has received wide 
publicity in the British press on ac¬ 
count of the original circumstances 
under which these families are being 
moved. 

The fact that Mr. Askew has pro¬ 
vided ten thousand dollars makes 
possible, under the provisions of the 
Empire Settlement Act, an advance 
of a further ten thousand dollars for 
the forwarding of suitable British 
families to Canada. The Act in ques¬ 
tion authorizes the Secretary of j 
State to co-operate with private or-' 
ganizatoins in formulating and ! 
carrying out schemes for affording! 
Joint assistance to- suitable persons 
in Great Britain, who intend to set¬ 
tle in any of the Overseas Domin¬ 
ions. It is quite possible, therefore, 
that as a result of Mr. Askew’s de¬ 
cision to assist prospective British 
colonists in the manner mentioned, 
three hundred families may be en¬ 
abled to come forward to Canada. 
The number depends on the precise \ 
amount advanced to each particular 
family. 

At Mr .Askew’s request the De¬ 
partment of Colonization and Devel¬ 
opment, Canadian Pacific Railway, 
has entered Into an agreement with 
the Secretary of State for Dominion 
Affairs, for the recruiting, placement 
in agricultural occupation and all 
general admministrative work con¬ 
nected with the scheme. 

The families which will arrive dur¬ 
ing the next week-end will be at once 
distributed on arrival In Canada in 
placement which has already been 
assigned; twenty-five families having 
been allocated »to the Canada Colon-
